BOSTON  (BP)  —  In  a  land¬ 
mark  dedaion  tnat  could  fbice

It  is  the  first  ruling  of  its 
kind.  If  upheld,  it  will  pla^  the 
United  Suites  alongside  the  10 
or  so  odier  countries  wotid- 
wufe  that  recognize  same  sex 
marriage.  It  would  force  the 
government  to  recognize  sudi 
marriam  tom  Connecticut, 
New  Hampshire.  Vermont, 
Iowa,  arKl  Massacnusetts,  and 
by  extension  grant  federal  ben¬ 
efits  such  as  tax  breaks  and  fed¬ 
eral  employee  spousal  insur¬ 
ance  to  same-sex  cobles.

^  cUssincation,  ttie  Constitution  clearly  will  not  per- 
tor  mit  In  the  wake  of  DOMA,  It  is  only  sexual  orienta¬ 

tion  that  diderentiates  a  married  couple  mtitled  to 
federal  marriage-based  benefits  from  one  not  so  entitled.  And 
this  court  can  conceive  of  no  way  in  which  such  a  diderence 
mi^t  be  relevant  to  the  provision  of  the  benefits  at  issue." 

The  implications  are  grave.  If  Tauro's  ruling  stands,  the 
whole  of  die  United  States  may  eventually  be  forced  to  allow 
same  sex  marriage  as  legal  and  acceptable  —  including 
Misatoaippi.  That  means  all  the  efforts  over  die  years  to  hold 
the  line  on  same  aex  marriage  in  this  state  will  be  for  naught. 

Even  more  ominously  it  the  citizens  of  die  United  States 
cannot  establish  a  simple  legal  definition  of  marriage,  dien 
what  type  of  "marriage''  is  otf  limits?  Adult/child  marriages? 
Human  7  animal  marnages?  Perhaps  even  marriages  between 
humans  and  trees  or  other  vegetation?

Words  can  take  on  different  mean¬ 
ings  and  connotations  due  to  circum¬ 
stances,  both  good  and  bad.  For 
instance  the  word  eentleman  has 
evolved  from  a  landholder  of  noble 
birth  to  mean  someone  who  is  nice 
and  courteous.  The  words  slave  and 
slaveiy  are  words  d\at  have  acquired 
negative  connotations  due  to  slave 
track  and  slaveholders  of  the  past 
and  present. 

Slavery  has  been  defined  as  sub- 
miaaion  to  a  dominating  influence, 
and  slave  has  been  defined  as  one  that 
is  completely  subservient  to  a  domi¬ 
nating  Wluence.  Paul,  the  apostle,  in 
Romans  1:1  refers  to  himself  as  a  slave 
to  Jesus  Christ  and  called  to  be  his 
missionary.  Due  to  his  conversion 
Paul  found  himself  under  the  domi¬ 
nating  Influence  of  Christ  and  the 
princmles  of  Christianity. 

Pam's  slavery  was  greatly  different 
than  the  practice  of  capturing 
humans,  bringing  them  to  America 
and  dwn  selling  them  to  the  hi^iest 
bidder.  The  laUer  group  became  noth-

Our  histo^  teaches  us  that  slavery 
can  exist  in  democratic  countries  even 
as  it  does  in  countries  ruled  by  dicta¬ 
tors  or  religious  clerics.  A  dominating 
influence  out  makes  one  subservient 
can  be  one's  past,  an  idea,  a  system  of 
beliet  or  anything  or  anyone  mat  con¬ 
trols  our  dioughts  and  actions. 

America  was  and  is  still  the  great-

ery  did  not  become  extinct  with  the 
Emancipation  Proclamation.  Even 
though  slaves  were  declared  to  be 
free,  our  history  reveals  the  fact  that 
these  liberties  were  slow  to  become 
reality,  if  and  when  th^  ever  did.  The 
form  of  slavery  that  fiercely  divided 
our  country  is  no  longer  in  existence, 
but  most  ot  us  are  controlled  by  some 
dominating  influence. 

Visit  the  Capitol  during  the  legisla¬ 
tive  session,  nsten  to  the  debate  in 
either  of  the  chambers  and  you  will 
see  what  I  mean.  Sometimes  the 
influence  of  a  political  party  is  so 
strong  and  pervasive  that  good  leg]^ 
iation  never  makes  it  out  of  a  commit¬ 
tee.  A  politician  can  become  so  indoc¬ 
trinated  by  a  particular  political  party 
that  their  goal  becomes  to  serve  the 
party  and  not  to  work  within  the 
party  to  serve  the  people. 

On  occasions  the  dominating  influen0e 
is  dw  color  of  one's  skin.  Thisp^  session 
a  pro-life  bill  was  hotly  debated. 
Ultmurtely  the  bill  became  an  issue  of  race 
and  not  that  of  saving  tdiildren's  lives. 
The  bill  simply  stated  Kfississip pi  would 
not  use  tax  dollars  to  pay  for  aboriaam 
under  die  new  healm  care  reforma.

We 
can  never  be  totally  free  from  these 
influences.  That  is  okay  as  long  as  we 
do  not  allow  it  to  kem  us  from  mov¬ 
ing  positively  into  m  future  hand 
and  hand  with  our  brothers  and  sis¬ 
ters  in  Christ.  We  all  need  to  be 
"slaves*  to  Christ.  In  Christ  there  is  a 
bond  of  love  that  transcends  our  past, 
our  prejudices,  our  practices,  ana  our 
political  parties.  The  Word  sa^,  "You 
shall  know  the  truth  and  me  tru^ 
shall  set  you  free."  How  free  are  you?
